In reply to the Office Action dated October 2, 2003, the response to which is extended 
by the Petition for Extension of Time submitted herewith, and wherein election has been 
required, Applicants hereby elect the polyclonal IgG, with traverse, for prosecution in the above- 
identified application. It is beHeved that the claims directed to the "species" are claims 28 and 
56. Claims 1-16, 31-44 and 59-65 as generic (as confirmed in the Office Action) and claims 28 
and 56 as directed to the elected "species." 

Applicants submit that if any species elected is found allowable, that each of the species

subjected to the other portion of the election requirement should be rejoined and in turn 
allowed. 
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It is also respectfully submitted that the subject matter of each of the designated species 
is sufficiently related that a thorough search for the subject matter of each of the designated 
species would encompass a search for the subject matter of the remaining designated species.
